The other two men got 
on the canoe when itcame up and got 
ashore twenty minutes later. The other 
men onthe bank did their best to give as- 
sistance but could not.

DROWNING ACCIDENT. 


On Tuesday evening about five o’clock 
John Brunelle, the youngest son of Joseph 
Brunelle, of the Columbia house, was 
drowned in the Saskatchewan in front of 
Humberstone’s coal mine. The deceased 
was aged 8 years, 9 months and 28 days. 
He had gone down to the river for a bath 
with several other boys about his own age 
to the winter grade from the coal pit. The 
river is deep at this point close to shore, 
which the boys apparently did not know. 
Brunelle and Maurice Pettipiece were the 
first to undress and both went into the 
water about the same time. They were at 
once out of their depth and in danger of 
drownmg. Another boy named Rivet went 
into the water as far as he dared and 
managed to reach Pettipiece and bring him 
out safely. The other boys were unable or 
too startled to reach Brunelle and by the 
time Rivet had got Pettipiece out Brunelle 
had gone down. Charles Pepin, who was 
on the opposite side of the river at Fraser & 
Mckernan’s mill saw the accident and came 
across in a skiff, but was too late. As there 
is an eddy at this point the body did not 
float down stream far and after some time, 
when he had secured assistance, Pepin suc- 
ceeded im divding and securing the body. 
Every effort was made to restore life but 
without avail as the body had been in the 
water about half an hour. Mr. Brunelle 
has the sympathy of the entire community 
in this great atiliction.
